Murder and rape draw the rooit se 
vere aentenrev of all crimes In tills 
state, either of them being classed as 
crimes for which the death penalty 
may be n.etid out. Arson and tress 
s »n both come In this category also, 
but tjie death penalty Is very uncom¬ 
mon In these cases 
.The price one must pay for crime 
In this state Is listed as follows: 

Murder, (first degree), death by 
hanging or life Imprisonment 

Murder (seond degree), 5 to IS 
years In the penitentiary 

Voluntary manslaughter, 1 to 5 
years In the pen 

Involuntary manslaughter, tine and 
not less that; one vear In prl«on 
Abortion, 3 to 10 years In prison 
Malicious assault, 2 to 10 years In 
penitentiary
